Both * * * and Richard DeFina appeared 
to be extremely emotional during the interview and * * * 
related many incidents to show how she had been per- 
secuted in the past. In this regard she advised that

Dear Ms. DeFina: 


This is in further response to the pending adminis- 
trative appeal under the Freedom of Information Act 
of your client, Richard J. DeFina, resulting from the 
partial denial of his request to the Drug Enforcement 
Administration for access to records pertaining to him- 
self. 


After careful consideration of this appeal, I have de- 
cided to affirm the action of D.E.A. The preliminary 
background investigation that was conducted on your 
client at the time of his application for a position with 
the Bureau of Narcotics and Dangerous Drugs and other 
internal memoranda relating to the personnel selection 
process are exempt from mandatory release under the Act 
pursuant to several of the statutory exemptions. Sensitive 
internal procedures regarding personnel selection and the 
manner in which these investigations are conducted are 
covered by 5 U.2.2. 552(b) (2) [internal rules and prac- 
tices of an agency]. Evaluations and recommendations 
of personnel involved in the hiring process are intra- 
agency memoranda to which 5 U.S.C. 552(b) (5) applies. 
Such investigations involve obtaining information from 
other individuals under circumstances of at least implied 
confidentiality which make applicable 5 U.S.C. 552 (b) (4). 
Finally, because such background investigations are con- 
ducted for law enforcement purposes, 5 U.S.C. 552(b) (7) 
(C) and (D) are applicable to protect the identities of 
persons who furnish the information to us in confidence 
and to keep them free from unwarranted invasions of 
their personal privacy. 
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I fully understand and sympathize with the desire of 
an individual, such as your client, to obtain access to the 
information concerning him which was furnished to the 
Department during a preliminary background investiga- 
tion. On the other hand, the necessity for protecting the 
integrity of this investigative process leads me to conclude 
that it would be inappropriate to make a discretionary 
release of the report of investigation, the information 
furnished to us in the course of the investigation, or the 
internal memoranda pertaining to the decision not to offer 
a position to Mr. DeFina. 


My action on this appeal is also intended to constitute 
a final denial of that portion of your request for records 
pertaining to Mr. DeFina addressed to the United States 
Civil Service Commission which was referred by that 
Agency to this Department for decision. 


In the course of your several communications to this 
Department you have raised several other matters that I 
feel should be addressed by me. The excisions made to the 
copy of the letter to Congressmar. Rosenthal concealed 
only the name and position of the indiv::.ual who signed 
the letter and the internal carbon copy distribution system 
of that particular office of the Bureau of Narcotics and 
Dangerous Drugs. These minor excisions were made pur- 
suant to 5 U.S.C. 552(b) (2) and (b) (6) which protect 
from mandato.y rcciase, respectively, internal agency prac- 
tices and the privacy of agency personnel vis-a-vis third 
parties. I assure you, however, that copies of that letter 
were not sent to any other agencies of the Government. 


You have also expressed concern that Mr. DeFina’s 
name is in our files pertaining to law breakers. The only 
investigation which has ever been conducted on Mr. De- 
Fina by this Department is the one I have already dis- 
cussed in this letter, It is maintained by the Drug En- 
forcement Administration, along with other applicant 
files, as a personnel file; it is not part of or even co- 
located with D.E.A.’s operational files. He has never 
been the subject of any criminal investigation by this 
Department. 


Mr. BeFina was not selected for a position with the 
B.N.D.D. on the basis of a comparison of his qualifications 
with other applicants. There was and is no conspiracy 
against him within or involving this Department, either to 
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keep him from obtaining employment with the Govern- 
ment or for any other purpose. As to the nature of the 
relationship between Mr. DeFina and yourself, the former 
interest of the Department was extremely limited. When 
an individual is being considered for appointment to a 
sensitive position, any discrepancy between the informa- 
tion he furnishes concerning himself and that which is 
obtained from other sources must be resolved. In the 
course of the preliminary background investigation, 
several other persons referred to you as his mother, 
rather than as his sister. If the explanation for this 
discrepancy had been, for example, that you were his 
natural mother, but that he had been adopted by your 
parents, that almost certainly would have been the end 
of the matter. 


Lastly, you have alleged that a particular document 
which you have described is being withheld from you with- 
out justification. No such document has been located 
either in the file pertaining to Mr. DeFina’s employment 
application or elsewhere, Accordingly, the action of 
D.E.A. in this regard did not constitute a denial of access, 
because there can be a denial only where there is a record.

Accordingly, the action of 
D.E.A. in this rerard did not constitute a denial of access, 
because there can be a denial only where there is a record. 


Although I have not been able to act favorably on

Pursuant to 5 U.S.C. 552(a) (4) (3B), judicial re-

VIRGINIA M. ARMSTRONG, being duly sworn, deposes 
and says: 

1. I am the Regional Director of the Civil Service 
Commission, New York Region ("CSC N-Y"), In that capacity I 
am responsible for directing the Regional Office and subordinate 
Area Offices in carrying out CSC programs and activities in 
accordance with established standards, policies, and procedures in 
the States of New York, New Jersey, the Commonwealth of Puerto 
Rico, and the iviritory of the Virgin Islands. 

2. When an agency has a vacancy which it wishes 
to fill in the competitive Civil Service, it submits a request 


for a list of eligibles to the CSC. The resulting list of 


eligibles is called a certificate. The agency appointing officer 


then has the option of selecting any one of the top three available 
individuals whose names appear on the certificate, provided he does 
not pass over an eligible with veterans preference to select a 
non-preference eligible. Eligibility is determined on the basic 

of points scored in a competitive Civil Service examination. 
Additional points are added to the score of an eligible entitled 

to veteran's preference according to Sec. 3309 CSC Regulations 


and Sec. 3 Veterans' Preference Act of 1944. 
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Where an agency appointing officer non-selects an eligible with 
vetcrans preference, he must submit information or evidence which 
either clearly shows that the eligible is disqualified for some 


or all of the positions filled from the register, inciuding the 


particular job to be filled or creates a logical presumption of 


disqualification, Such an objection must be reviewed and 
sustained by the CSC, An objection will be sustained, even 
though there is insufficient basis for general disqualification 
of the applicant, provided the information or evidence supplied by 
the agency reasonably supports its conclusion that the applicant 
is not fitted for the particular vacancy, 

3. On June 14, 1974, CSC-NY received from the 
Federal Aviation Administration (the FAA) a request for a 
certificate of eligibles to fill a position of Electronic Technician. 
The FAA requested that a specific individual's name be included 
on the certificate if he was qualified and if his rating was high 
enough. The individuals application had not been processed at 
the time of the request, thus the request was held pending. On 
June 20, 1974, CSC-NY received another request from the FAA for 
a certificate for another position of Electronic Technician. A 
certificate with the names of Mr. De Fina and two other veteran 
eligibles was issued to the FAA on June 24, 1974. The FAA 
appointed one of the veterans listed on the certificate, non- 
selected Mr. De Fina, and one veteran declined. No objection 
was needed since one veteran out of the top three candidates was 
selected. The certificate was returned to CSC-NY July 24, 1974 
for audit and approval. The selection was approved on September 


10, 1974.

4. The candidate requested by tho FAA on June 14th 


was rated eligible and his name was added to the register on 

June 27, 1974. A certificate was issued to the FAA on July 3, 1974 
as a Supplement to the one issued June 24, 1974. FAA selected a 
non-veteran from this list of eligibles. This certificate was 

_ returnee to CSC-NY October 21, 19/4. A supplemental certificate 

is ccnsidered a continuation of the original certificate. Therefore, 
this ceriificate had to be reviewed together with the original 
certificate. CSC-NY found that FAA had appointed a non-veteran 

and non-selected a veteran, namely, Mr. De Fina. FAA was contacted 
on November 7, 1974 and told that in view of its selection cf a 
non-veteran, an objection or reason for passing over a veteran 

had to be submitted to the oSC with respect to Mr. De Fina. 

5. On February 3, 1975, the CSC-NY reviewed and 
sustained the reasons submitted by FAA for not selecting Mr. De Fina. 
Mr. De Fina's name was therefore removed from the certificate issued 
to FAA on June 24, 1974. The reasons submitted by FAA were based 
on information furnished by former employers of Mr. Le Fina ia 
response to employment inquiries sent to them by FAA. This 
empl..,7rc:,\ ‘nformation was received by FAA under an explicit promise 
of confidentiality. 

6. By letter dated February 19, 1975, CSC-NY received 
a request for information regarding Mr. Richard De Fina pursuant to 
the Freedom of Information Act from Ms. Madeline De Fina. This 


letter is appended hereto as Exhibit A. 
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7. In response to this request and after Ms. De 
Fina had been designated by Mr. De Fina as his representative 
to receive such information, CSC-NY released copies of Mr. 
De Fina's register cards for the Sky Marshall, Junior Federal 
Assistant and Technical Assistant announcements under which he 
had eligibility, as well as each certificate on which Mr. De Fina's 
name appeared which had been issued to a Federal agency. Other 
names included on these certificates were deleted. In addition, 
the objection filed by the FAA with the CSC-NY and sustained by 
the CSC's New York Area Office was released. The names of the 
companies who returned employment inquiries regarding Mr. De 
Fina and which were the basis for FAA's non-selection were deleted 
as were the names of two employees who had had personal contact 
with Mr. De Fina. 

8. The basis for the deletion of names other than 
Mr. De Fina's on the certificate was that disclosure of these 
names would const*tute an unwarranted invasion of their privacy. 
CSC-NY released the objection filed by the FAA in order to 
apprise Mr. De Fina of the reasons for the removal of his name from 
the certificate. The identities of the parties mentioned therein, 
however, were deleted because their disclosure would similarly 


constitute an unwarranted invasion of their privacy and would 


violate an explicit promise of confidentiality given when Mr. 


De Fina's ~revious employers were contacted. Finally, the 
identities of two federal employees who had spoken to Mr. De Fina 
in connection with his application to the FAA and whose evaluations 
of such contacts were included were similarly deleted in order 


to protect their privacy. Disclosure of the names of federal 
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employees in this context would subject them to the threat of 
harrassment and unfounded and vexatious lawsuits and thereby 
interfere with the investigatory and deliberative processes of 
the federal agency involved. 

9. By letter dated March 24, 1975, Ms. De Fina 
appealed the decision of the Regional Office regarding he 
Freedom of Information Act request. Said letter was forwarded 
to the Assistant Executive Director for Freedom of Information, 


U.S. Civil Service Commission, Washington, D.C. 20415.

AFFIDAVIT 

I, Michael L. Hanigan, the affiant, being duly sworn, 
depose as follows: 

1. Affiant has read and is familiar with the allegations 
contained in plaintiff's complaint. 

2. Affiant is a Special Agent of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation and is responsible for the supervision and processing 
of Freedom of Information Act requests. Affiant's conduct with 
respect to plaintiff occurred entirely in the course of affiant's 
official duties, 

3. Affiant received on April 2, 1975, a referral letter 
dated April 1, 1975, from the United States Civil Service Commission 
(see Exhibit A attached hereto), which initiated plaintiff's 
Freedom of Information Act request with the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation. Affiant processed this request an4 proposed a 
response to the plaintiff for mailing on April 30, 1975. (see 
Exhibit B attached hereto). In this response, affiant furnished 
to the plaintiff a memorandum with certain portions deleted. (see 


Exhibit C attached hereto). 


4. Affiant states the above-mentioned deletions were 
limited to two categories of information: (1) Names, addresses, 
and/or occupations of individuals other than the plaintiff, and 
(2) substantive information concerning an individual other than 
the plaintiff. . 

5. With respect to the aforementioned first category 
of information, affiant states that withholding the identities 
of certain parties contained in plaintiff's file is necessary 
to prevent an unwarranted invasion of the privacy of those 
individuals. The effectiveness of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation's responsibilities to gather information could 
be significantly compromised if citizens became reluctant to 
candidly furnish information in anticipation that their 
identities might one day be revealed. : 

6. With respect to the aforementioned second sebneany 
of information, affiant states that information concerning an 
individual other than the plaintiff was withhela to preclude 
an unwarranted invasion of that individual's right to privacy. 
This exclusion pertained to information which an individual 
could reasonably assert an option to withhold from the public 
at large because of its intimacy or possible adverse effects 
upon himself ce his family. Furnishing information of this 
nature would place the Federal Bureau of Investigation in the 
untenable position of providing third party information to 
anyone requesting it, and thereby substantially inhibit the 
free flow of information which is so essential to the effective 


discharge of the Federal Bureau of Investigation's mandated 


responsibilities. 
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7. Affiant denies any conspiracy to withhold information 
from the plaintiff as alleged in his complaint. Affiant is aware 
of the fact that Richard J. DeFina, the plaintiff, and Madeline E. 
DeFina, plaintiff's attorney, telephonically contacted the Freedom 
of Information Act Unit of the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
between April 2 and April 30, 1975. They were both advised that 
plaintiff's referred Freedom of Information Act request was being 
processed as expeditiously as possible, and that the delay was 


due solely to the voluminous number of requests being processed.
